An outstanding feature of the 
Presbyterian Laymen’s Movement 
convention on Wednesday was the 
emphatic and definite increase in 
interest and enthusiasm on the part 
of those present in the special la- 
bors the denomination is setting it- 
self to do. The first day’s delibera- 
tions, which but revealed something 
of the giorious task they feel called 
upon to perform, had gotten posses- 
sion of every man's heart. 3 


The final session of Wednesday’s 
deliberations was a joint meeting of 
the men’s and women’s divisions of 
the Laymen’s movement at the Tab- 
ernacle church. The special feature 
of the joint meeting was a Korean 

ageant given in foreign costumes 
ae a score of.missionaries who have 
spent several years in that field, 
assisted by a number of Atlanta 
young people. The pageant was true 
to life in that land, and five scenes 
were given showing the different 
eustoms of the Korean people. It 
was an intensely interesting spec- 
tacle and highly educative as to the 
processes of missionary work. A 
packed house witnessed and enjoyed 
the play. 

During the Wednesday’s sessions, 


which were devoted to church effi- 
ciency problems and foreign mis- 
sionary work, the Presbyterians ap- 
peared to rise to the call of the new 
order and resolutely undertake 
their part of the.worldas, 


zation immediately. As a result the 
laymen attending this conference 
will return to their home and give 
to the home folks the same enthus- 
jasm they have contracted here, 
leading the church to transcend the 
formal program outlined by ‘the 
general assembly. 

Especially attractive and absorb- 
ing phases of the morning session 
Wednesday were those devoted to 
wholesome recreation under church 
influences and church advertising. 
Every man present showed his in- 
terest and frequently applause 
marked the proceedings. Much of the 
pep of the day was injected by A. 
D. Mason, of Memphis, who pre- 
sided. Mr. Mason is a man of busi- 
ness in that city as well as leader 
in church work. Immediately he 
ascended the platform he started 
things. When the chorister omit- 
ted singing the third verse of a 
hymn Mr. Mason remarked that he 
would regret being the third verse, 
since it is always omitted, and 
stated in to sing it himself. He 
didn’t hesitate to make a spéaker 
sit down when his time expired and 
from time to time had the body in 
convulsions with laughter. Once, 
while he was talking, a motorcycle 
outside attracted attention by its 
sputtering. “Listen to me,” cried 
Mr. Mason, “that motorcycle has a 
long time to run, while I have only 
a moment or two.” 

Wants Diving Boards, 

Under the discussion of church 
efficiency Rev. D. P. McGeachy, of 
Decatur, spoke of amusements and 
recreation for the men of the 
church. 

“T have seen many sounding 
boards in churches, but the time is 
come when I want to see some div- 
ing boards. Jesus Christ, in attend- 
ing the wedding feast, eating with 
publicans and sinners and in the 
saying that His children shall not 
mourn, sets us an example of whole- 
some amusements in the church. 
Men will have entertainment, and it 
will be to our profit to furnish it 
to them or else others will. Like 
the negro girl who wrnted a watch 
and chain telling. her sweetheart 
that, if he would not give them to 
her, she knew a negro who would, 
If the church won't furnish amuse- 
ments, others will, and it will not 
be as good as ours. All the popular 
forms of amusement are under the 
control of atheistic or ungodly pow- 
ers.” 

Mr. McGeachy stated that he is 
in correspondence with a movie ma- 
chine company with the idea of in- 
troducing a moving picture program 
in his church. 

For Church Advertising. 

Church advertising received the 
larger portion of attention in the 
church efficiency discussion. J. B. 
Spillman, of Columbia, S. C., led the 
discussion, which was taken up by 


two men from Tampa, who related 
a splendid story of their experiences 
in church advertising in that city 
with the First Presbyterian church. 
Speaking of advertising, Mr. Spill- 
“man said: “The time is come when 
the church must advertise. In this 
jand, making a liberal estimate of 
church communicants, we have 40,- 
000,000 not yet reached by the 
church, which body of people offer 
us a field to explore, The churches

Officials of the Western 
Union and the Postal 
Say Strike Has Failed, 
But This Is Denied by 
Strike Leaders. 


STRIKE WILL SPREAD, 
ASSERTS KONENKAMP 


Union President Predicts 
Its Full Effect Will Be 
Felt in About Three 
Days—Storm Center 
Seems to Be Chicago and 
Central West. 


Chicago, June 11.—Union leaders 
declared tonight that the first day 
response to the call for a nation- 
wide strike of commercial telegraph 
operators gave promise that the tfe- 
up will be complete in three days, 
despite claims of company officials 
that the strike has failed. 

Reports received by the Associated 
Press from many towns in various 
sections of the country indicate that 
commercial telegraph business was 
not seriously interrupted in most 
districts. 


Konenkamp Answers Carlton. 

A statement by President Carlton, 
of the Western Union Telegraph 
company that only about 166 per- 
sons, 121. of them operators,. an- 
swered the strike call brought from 
S. J. Konenkamp, international pres- 
ident of the Commercial Telegra- 
phers’ Union of America, a remark 
that more than that number of 


Western Union employees in Chi- 
cago alone had joined the strike by 
noon today. 

“Reports up to late today point to 


a 90 per cent response in the Postal 
/Lelepraph company” service, and a 
70 per cent response from Western 
Union employees,” seid Konenkamp 


in a statement to the Associated 
Press tonight. ‘“‘The east has shown 
up surprisingly well and in the 
southeast alone the number of strik- 
ers now exceeds 3,000. Telephone 
workers have added to the strikers’ 
numbers in Philadelphia, New Or- 
leans, Columbia, S. C.. and Bruns- 
wick, Ga. When the electrical work- 
ers gO on a nation-wide strike Mon- 
day, additional telephone workers 
also will go out, railroad telegra- 
phers in all parts of the country are 
refusing commercial business and 
trouble anew is impending in Can- 
ada because of refusal of Canadian 
telegraphers to handle American 
business.” 
Only Few N. Y. Men Quit. 

In wm statement declaring only a 
few Western Union operators had 
quit, Edward F. Wach, deputy vice 
president of the Association of 
Western Union employees, said the 
30,000 members of that organization 
were not concerned with the C. T. 
U. A, demands. Sixty-five per cent 
of all Western Union employees are 
represented in the association, he 
wale, * . 

“The association has an agree- 
ment with the Western Union 
whereby it is recognized and is per- 
mitted to. bargain collectively*® for 
wages and hours,” he said. ‘“‘We ob- 
tained a 5 and 10 per cent increase 
under Postmaster General Burleson 
and are promised adjustment of cer- 
tain parts of a schedale entered into 
with the company which was not 
fulfilled by the postmaster general. 

“Reports from locals in all sec- 
tions of the country show Western 
Union employees on the job with 
few exceptions, which are negli- 
gibfe.” 

To ‘substantiate his claims Mr. 
Waclir displayed telegrams from as- 
sociation officials in various dis- 
tricts saying conditions were nor- 
mal. 

He said that not a single operator 
in the Western Union Chicago office 
struck, and explained that empty 
chairs were merely for use when 
emergency relay sets were in opera- 
tion. To this Konenkamp asserted 
that “the vacant chairs were occu- 
pied yesterday.” 


Statement for Postal. 

E. W. Collins, general superin- 
tendent of the Postal Telegraph 
company in Chicago, admitted that 
a large number of their 300 opera- 
tors had quit, but insisted that if 
the “agitators about the building 
were driven away, many employees 
would come to work.” 

Police protection was asked by 
the Western Union here after nu- 
merous street clashes of a minor 
character. Delivery service was 
hampered late in the day when all 
Western Union messenger boys at 
the main office, with the exception 
of four, joined the strike. It waa 
charged that they had been intimt 
dated and messages taken from 
them. 

Many of the Postal messengers 
here also struck in sympathy. 

Mr. Collins said he did not know 
what the general situation was as 
to Postal strikers, but that the com-

WILSON IS ASKED 
10 SETTLE STRIKE 


Atlanta Federation of 
Trades Cables President 
in Paris, Seeking Fed- 
eral Action—Burleson 
Administration Scored. 


The Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
in executive session Wednesday 
night voted to send a cablegram to 
President Wilson direct to Paris 
asking him to recommend some fed- 
eral action that would tend to bring 
about settlement of the present 
strike. Wires were also sent to 
the senators and congressmen from 
Georgia in Washington, urging the 
Same action. 

This action was taken in an exec- 
utive session of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades that was held last 
night in the Temple of Labor, 
when a large gathering of union 
men and women gathered to discuss 
matters relative to the strike now 
on between the telegraph compan- 
ies and the operators of the union. 

The cablegram which was sent to 
President Wilson in Paris last 
night protested against the admin- 
istration of Postmaster General 
Burleson, and asked him to inter- 
vene on behalf.of the wireworkers. 

$100 For Union. 

Another resolution was adopted 
endorsing the strike of the C. T. 
U. A. and a check for $100 was giv- 
en to the relief committee of that 
union. The labor policies of the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
and the Southern Bell Telephone 
company, were condemned in a res- 
olution. 

It was declared-on the floor of the 
meeting that the Southern Bell ad- 
vertisements within the past few 
days in the Atlanta newspapers, 
“appearing to be the sentiments of 
the Southern labor congress,” were, 
paid advertisements inserted in the 
congress report, and the officials of 
the Southern Labor congress were 
called upon to publicly state the 
facts with reference to these ad- 
vertisements. 

The Georgia Federation of Labor 
and the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades were called upon to con- 
demn the sentiments contained in 
the advertisements in question. 

Figures Not Compiled. 

The officers of the striking union 
declared that the figures from va- 
rious cities over the country that 
would show the number of strikers 
out Wednesday had not been com- 
piled. The figures8S given out for 
Atlanta, however, were 502 for the 
telephone exchanges and 496 for the 
telegraph companies. These figures 
are below the number that was 
claimed by the strikers before the 
involved the 
Postal, but are greatly in excess of 
the number given out by the tel- 
ephone companies the first. days 
of the strike. 

The Atlanta Street Railway union 
yesterday donated $578.10 to the 
relief committee of the strikers and 
several checks for $100 and smaller 
amounts were reported. 

The union men declare they are 
in the battle to the end, and that 
the principles for which they are 
fighting must now be enforced or 
the whole country will be tied up 
in a strike of various crafts. 

Postal Operators Out. 

The nation-wide walkout of wire- 
workers that came Wednesday 
morning at 8 o’clock brought put 
one important development into the 
situation in Atlanta—the calling out 
of a number of operators from the 
local offices of the Postal Telegraph- 
Cable company, which has heretofore 
been immune to the present strike, 
although its operators are almost 
solidly organized in the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union, the organiza- 
tion that is striking against the 
Western Union and the Southern 
Bell Telephone companies. 

The number of men to walk out 
of the local Postal office was given 
out by officials of the company as 
four, while the strikers’ publicity 


committee places the figures at 
fourteen. 


e The committee of strikers also 
claim that eleven new members have 
been added to their ranks from the 
force of the Southern Bell, and 
that several 6thers have come from 
the offices of the Western Union. 


The Postal company declares it 
will be able to look after the busi- 
ness offered not only in the Atlanta 
office, but in other parts of the 
southern division, as many operators 
are to take the place of the strik- 
ers even without resorting to the use 
of strike-breakers 


Business as Usual. 


Inquiries develop the information 
that business is proceeding with the 
Western Union about as usual since 
the strike began, but no. official 
statement has been made from that 
company. 

No change has taken place in the 
situation at the Southern Bell ex- 
changes, declare the officials of that 
company. while the strikers claim 
that petitions circulated over the 
city in the business sections, ask- 
ing business people to state whether 
or not the service of the telephone 
exchanges is good, have been return- 
ed showing a large majority of nega- 
tive answers. 

The strikers’ committee announced 
Wednesday afternoon that a strike 
of the Electrical Workers’ union, 
the I. B. E. W., had been called for 
June 16, and that it would come

ASSET 10 CHURG 


Mrs. Davis Speaks of Po- 
sition of Business Wom- 
an of Today at Women’s 
Auxiliary Convention. 


Not only is the businéss woman 
a most valuable asset to the church, 
but the church can become an asset 
to the business woman if it will 
stand for justice to every woman 
in the business world, was one of 
the notable statements made by Mrs. 
Archibald Davis, of Atlanta, in her 
talk before the Women’s Auxiliary 
convention at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Wednesday afternoon, on the subject, 
“The Business Woman an Asset to 
the Church.” There are 11,000,000 
business women in the United States, 
Mrs. Davis said, of whom half a 
million have worked their way to 
the top, and are managers of the 
firms with which they are associ- 
ated. 7 

The Wednesday afternoon session 
was presided over by Mrs. S. D. Wal- 
ton, who is chairman of the wom- 
an’s advisory committee and presi- 
dent of the Virginia synodical of 
women’s work. Besides Mrs. Davis 
the speakers were Dr. Homer McMil- 
lan, of Atlanta, secretary of As- 
sembly Home missions; Miss Mabel 
Hall, of Davidson, N. C., who talked 
of the work among the mountain 
people; Mrs. W. C. Winsborough, of 
St. Louis, superintendent of the 
Woman’s. auxiliary, and Mrs. E. C. 
Cronk, of New York city, secretary 
of the Interchurch movement. 

The meeting which was perhaps 
the largest in attendance of any of 
the women’s sessions, adjourned at 
5 o’clock to permit the delegates to 
attend the reception at Agnes Scott 
college, given by the trustees and 
alumnae of that institution to the 
visitors in the city. 

“Making America Safe,” 

An enthusiastic response to the 
inspiring addresses marked the aft- 
ernoon. Dr. McMillan, whose topic 
was “Making America Safe,” dis- 
cussed the menaces with which the 
church has to deal at home, naming 
several undesirable sects, as well as 
local problems. “The Greatest Home 
Mission Problem of the South” was 
what Mrs. Winsborough called the 
question of what was to be done 
with the negroes. She made a plea 
for the establishment of an educa- 
tional institution for negro girls in 
Virginia which has been planned for 
some time, and among other things 
she said, “To train the mind and 
hand of our negro boys and girls 
without training their hearts is like 
making edged tools for evil. We 
must give them Christian educa- 
tion.” 

After the meeting adjourned a 
woman came to the platform and 
requested Mrs. Walton to give Mrs. 
Winsborough a cash contribution, 
which she handed over, for the fur- 
therance of the negro school. 

Have Sighing Habit. 


An interesting speaker was Mrs. 
Cronk, who is widely known in mis- 
sionary circles throughout the Unit- 
ed States as the writer of many pop- 
ular missionary leaflets and as the 
editor of the ‘Best Methods” de- 
partment of “Missionary Review of 
the World.” Her subject was 
“Sighs or Service.” 

Mrs. Davis, who is president of 
the Atlanta Y. W. C. A., told of some 
of the things she has learned about 
the business woman, and dwelt upon 
the wonderful opportunity the 
church has in interesting this class 
of its members, for whom special 
organizations must be provided, so 
that they can participate in the life 
of the church. 

Christian education formed the 
principal topic at the woman’s meet- 
ing Wednesday morning. Denounc- 
ing the teaching of paganism in the 
leading colleges of the north, Rob- 
ert McQuilken, of Philadelphia, 
prominent in the Laymen’s move- 
ment, declared that the need of the 
southern colleges is “for a super- 
natural religion and a revival of 
the religion of Jesus Christ.” 


Warns of Bolshevism, 


“America is not safe from Bolshe- 
vism,” he said with much force, “and 
neither is the Southern Presbyterian 
church safe from the paganism of 
the north.” 

Dr. Henry H. Sweets, of Louisville, 
executive secretary of Christian Ed- 
ucation and Relief, emphasized the 
need of the Church's support for 
Christian education if it is to become 
a vital part of community life. He 
urged the endowment of all the col- 
leges serving the cause of Chris- 
tian education. “If our colleges die, 
our church is doomed,” he said. 

“The Sunday School and the New 
Day” was the theme of Dr. Gilbert 
Glass, of Richmond,. Zeneral super- 
intendent of Sunday schools. He 
pointed out the importance of in- 
creasing Sunday school facilities. 
Miss H. C. Ostrum, a missionary 
from Japan, told vividly of the need 
in the island of spiritual life. There 
is practically universal. education 
there, she said, but little Christian- 
ity.

KILLED BY FALL 
FROM ELEVATOR 


Body of Harry A. Smith 

Found Near . Elevator 
Shaft—Believed Cloth- 
ing Must Have Caught 
in Elevator Door. 


Harry A. Smith, 45 years .old, of 
Decatur, and well known in Atlanta, 
was instantly killed early Wednes- 
day night by a fall fro mthe eleva- 
tor of the Greenberg & Bond under- 
taking establishment, 135 Ivy street, 
where he was employqed. 

His neck was broken and his head 
badly lacerated. The body was 
found in a pool of blood near the 
elevator shaft on the first floor 
when employees investigated after 
the elevator reached the third floor 
of the establishment without any 
pascenger and spattered with blood. 

There were no witnesses to the 
occurrence, but the theory is ad- 
vanced by employeesc that Smith 
orobably lost his balance after 
starting up in the elevator and his 
head was caught in the drop door 
with which the shaft is equipped. 
The door is constructed to fall au- 
tomatically when the elevator moves 
up, and it is believed that Smith 
probably overbalaned when some 
part of his clothing caught after 
he started car. 

He was dead when reached, his 
head and fact being badly disfig- 
ured. Officials of the undertakinfl 
establishment were out of town at 
the time. 

Police were notified of the oc- 
currrence and Police Captain Hol- 
combe nad Officers: Gresham and 
Wood investigatedi. They in turn 
notified Coronor Donehoo, who said 
he would hold an inquest over the 
dead man Thursday. 

The body last night was at the 
Greenberfg & Bond chapel, pending 
funeral arrangement, which were 
incomplete at a late hour. 


LESS THAN HALE 
SCOUT QUOTA Ih 


City Will Have to In- 
crease Pace if Allotted 
Memberships Are Se- 
cured for Boy Scouts by 
" End of Week. 


With three days of the drive pass- 
ed, Atlanta has not raised one-half 
of her quota of 2,394 members for 
the National Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America, only 1,000, or 40 
per cent of the required number, be- 
ing reported at the Wednesday 
luncheon of the workers, and the 
leaders of the campaign call upon 
the people of Atlanta to respond to 
the appeals that will be made with 
renewed vigor by the campaign 
workers during the three remaining 
days of the week. 

“Atlanta has among the campaign 
workers for the Bay Scout week 
as fine a class of men and women 
as can be gathered in any city, all 
of whom are enthusiastic in their 
efforts to aid the organization, and 
the boys of Atlanta have received 
such wonderful benefit from their 
membership in the Boy Scouts that 
this city should get together and 
go over the top with its quota in 
short order.” 

This statement was made by A. A. 
Jameson, scout director, in Atlanta, 
who believes the people of Atlanta 
will not only bring the city up to 
the number of (memberships re- 
quired at $5 each, but that Atlanta 
will score the biggest over-sub- 
scription of any city in the United 
States, population considered.

Washington, June 11.—The sen- 
ate’s famous treaty “leak” investi- 
gation flared for a time today with 
a white-hot flame, then flickered 
and died away until tonight it is 
little more than ashes. 

A pleasant time was had by all 
who attended the sometimes sol- 
emn, but often hilarious hearings: 
a great many curious persons, most- 
ly women, caught a glimpse of such 
distinguished figures as J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Elihu Root, Henry P. Da- 
vison, Frank A. Vanderlip, as well 
as the chief actors in the daily dra- 
ma now being staged in the senate 
chamber, 

Summary of Facts Developed.

First, “the interests,” in New 
York undoubtedly have possessed 
official copies of the treaty for sev- 
eral weeks, 

Second, these treaties were not 
Stolen or obtained in “bribery and 
corruption.” 

Third, hundreds, if not thousands, 
of the official copies were in cir- 
culation in Paris. Everybody com- 
ing home from Paris probably has 
brought a copy with him. 

Fourth, distinguished witnesses 
agreed the first copies received in 
New York probably came by the 
first steamer reaching the United 
States after the treaty was printed. 

Fifth, the draft of the treaty 
Which Senator Lodge saw was in 
the hands of former Senator Elihu 
Root, of New York. 

Sixth, Mr. Root obtained it from 
Mr. Henry P. Davison, chairman of 
the board of the newly organized 
league of Red Cross Societies, which 
hopes to operate under the cove- 
nant of the league of nations. 

Seventh, Mr. Davison, a member of 
the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., ob- 
tained his copy of the treaty from 
Thomas W. Lamont, in Paris. Mr. 
Lamont, also a member of the firm 
of J.P. Morgan & Co., is a financial 
adviser to the American mission. 

Eighth, neither Mr. Morgan nor 
Frank A. Vanderlip, retiring presi- 
dent of the National City bank, has 
ever seen a copy of the treaty. 

Ninth, copies of the text of the 
labor clauses of the treaty have 
been in circulation among the labor 
unions of this country since April 30. 

Solace for Wounded Feelings, 

No one appears to have obtained 
any vital information from the text 
of the treaty which already had not 
been made public in the summary. 

The investigation, conducted by 
the foreign affairs committee of the 
senate, lasted about two hours. It 
had not progressed very far when 
it became apparent most of the sen- 
ators instead of being interested in 
the leak were seeking solace for 
wounded feelings. 

They appealed particularly and al- 
most piteously to Mr. Root as a 
former senator and as a profound 
authority on international laws and 
diplomatic customs, and took great 
comfort in his assurance that he 
thought things would have been 
much better for everybody concern- 
ed if President Wilson had consult- 
ed the senate from time to time dur- 
ing the negotiations at Paris.

The years have not dulled 
his keen wit and sense of humor. 
He was horoughly at home in the 
committee room, and all the senators

Mr. Davison and Mr. Vanderlip 
gave the committee long lectures on 
European conditions, painting the 
picture in very dark colors. Mr. 
Morgan was a man of few words. 
Mr. Root appeared unexpectedly 
at the hearing and proved to be the 
star witness.

SPEED IS MADE 
ON ALLIED REPLY 
TOTHE GERMANS 


Indications Are That the 
Answer to German Coun- 
ter Proposals Will Be 
Réady for- Delivery Fri- 
day. 


LIMIT OF FIVE DAYS 
TO BE GIVEN GERMANS 


In Which to Accept or Re- 
ject Allied Proposals. 
Agreement Is Reported 
Reached on the Repara- 
tion Terms. 


Paris, June 11.—Distinct progress 
was reported tonight on the reply 
of the allied and associated gov- 
ernments to the German counter 
proposals and indteations are that 
the reply will be ready for deliv- 
ery on Friday. 

The Germans will be given five 
days’ limit for final action, which 
would therefore come on or before 
June 18. 

The main feature of this progress 
was an agreement regarding the 
reparation terms, which have been 
the subject of a sharp controversy 
during the past ten days. 

No Colonies for Germany. 

The reply to the German coun- 
ter proposals agreed upon by the 
peace conference heads refuses the 
German request for a mandate for 
the former German colonies, it was 
learned today: 

The reparations portion of the re- 
ply, which has been completed, does 
not fix the total sum which the 
Germans must pay. The text of the 
treaty itself is not changed, but the 
reply contains assurances of Ger- 
many regarding the method of the 
reparations process, explaining that 
it is a workable arrangement. 

President "Wilson fought asatren- 
uously to include a fixed total sum 
in the reparations clause and the 
close of the discussion leaves him 
unchanged, it is said, in the belicf 
that that is the best plan, 

It is understood, however, that 
the president said that inasmuch as 
Premier Clemenceau had insisted to 
the contrary and also that he had 
signed the original draft, he would 
sign the reply as formulated. 

Only Vital Changes. 

The only vital change suggested 
by the committee which has been 
studying the financial claus¢s of tho 
peace treaty in the light of the Ger- 
man counter proposals is that the 
committee on reparations may be 
given a wider latitude and certain 
discretionary powers in determin- 
ing the uses to be made of the 
money paid by Germany, it is un- 
derstood. As originally drawn, the 
financial clauses specified that first 
payments from the money to be 
paid by Germany would be for the 
maintenance of the armies of occu- 
pation, and that next would como 
payments for reparations, Under the 
revised plan, the committee has 
been authorized to adjust matters 
to meet emergencies. 

It is understood assurance will be 
given the Germans regarding the 
details of the army of occupation, 
the size of it, the cost of its main- 
tenance and the duration of occupa- 
tion under favorable circumstances. 
The Germans called the attention 
of the powers, in this convention, 
to the belief held by the German 
authorities that they were paying 
for the maintenance’of a large num- 
ber of soldiers not actually in the 
occupied regions, but working in 
France, and asked relief from this 
situation, 

Germany and the League. 

The league of nations commission 
completed and presented to the 
council of four a second report con- 
taining certain modifications of the 
league covenantin favor of the Ger- 
mans, but the fate of the report is 
uncertain. 


The first report was submitted 


after it had been adopted unani- 
mously by the commission. It was 
rejected by the council, it is said, on 
the insistance of Mr. Clemenceau 
and sent back to the commission to 
be toned down. Any . information 
whether the second report provides 
for the admission of Germany into 
the league at the first meeting next 
October was refused today. 

Premier Clemenceau 15 especially 
firm in his refusal to agree to the 
admission of Germany to the league 
of nations immediately. The French 
hold that they understood German 
psychology better than the allies, 
and realize what the increasing ar- 
rogance of the Germans during the 
last few weeks mean. They say 
they appreciate how much this ar- 
rogance would be increased if tne 
peace conference should yield to the 
German demand for immediate ad- 
mission to the league. The French, 
it is understood, are willing that the 
Germans should be admitted.

WINE AND BEER ASKED 


UNDER DRY AMENDMENT, 


Resolution Declares That 
Prohibition Not Only Is 
Intended to Deprive 
Workers of Beer After 


Day’s Work, But Is De-. 


stroying Part of Labor 
Movement. 


Atlantic City, N. J.. June 11—aA 
resolution expressing organized la- 
bor’s disapproval of war-time prohi- 
bition and strongly urging that 2% 
per cent beer be. exempt from the 
provisions of the eighteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution and from 
the war-time prohibition measure, 
which goes into effect July 1, was 
adopted today by the reconstruction 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. A bitter fight was 
waged on the proposal by dry ele- 
ments, especially delegates from Se- 
attle, who based their arguments on 
the benefits they said their city had 
found through prohibition, but it 
was carried by an overwhelming 
vote of 26,475, to 4,005. The voting 
ig proportional to the membership 
of the unions. represented. 

The resolution will be 
President Wilson and congress. 

What Resolution Says. 

At the outset, the resolution cites 
the provisions of President Wilson's 
executive order stopping the brew- 
ing of beer on December 1, 1918; the 
provisions of the war emergency bill 
establishing war-timé prohibition, 
and the eighteenth amendment. It 
then continues: 

“Whereas, all the foregoing {is 
principally intended to deprive the 
workers of America of the means to 
secure legally a glass of beer after 
a day's work, and, 

“Whereas, all this restrictive 
and sumptuary legislation has 
the effect of destroying part of 
the American labor movement 
and is seriously crippling many 
international organizations af- 


filiated with the Amercan Fed- 
eration of Labor; therefore be it 


“Resolved, That the American 
Federation of Labor, itn conven- 
tion assembled in Atlantie City, 
expresses its disapproval of 
war-time prohibition and that 
a strong protest from the dele-

The postmaster general is charged 
in the resolution with having “ruth- 
lessly invaded the rights of em- 
ployees” and with having “inter- 
fered in defiance of law with proper 
functioning of their organizations, 
and has not only refused to recog- 
nize the accredited representatives, 
but has also sought to have repealed 
the employees’ constitutional right 
of direct petition to congress.” 

The resolution proposes that the 


federation, “representing four mil- 
lion organized wage earners, and 
firm in the belief that this protest 
reflects the sentiments of the vast 
majority of the American people,” 
request the president to remove Mr. 
Burleson.

BURLESON SCORES 
WIRE STRIKERS 


He Says They Have No 
Justification—Wire Con- 
trol Board Will Not 
Yield to Pressure. 


Washington, June 11.—Declaring 
the strike of wire employees which 
began today was “wholly without 
justification,” Postmaster General 
Burleson said in a statement today 
that “no amount of pressure will 
avail to make the wire control board 
extend or go beyond” rules and 
regulations affecting employees laid 


down during the war by the national |- 


war labor board. 

Mr. Burleson said his information 
was that telegraphic traffic had not 
and would not be delayed. Govern- 
ment business, which makes up the 
bulk of that handled by the tele- 
graph companies here, was reported 
moving as usual today, and at the 
State department it was said there 
had been no interruption of cable 
communication with Europe. 

Not Justified, Says Burleson. 

“The present strike of wire em. 
Ployees is wholly without justifica- 
tion,” said the postmaster general. 
“It started at Atlanta, Ga., because 
it was claimed employees of the 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
had been dismissed solely because 
of affiliation with the labor organi- 
zation. The complaint was prompt- 
ly referred to postoffice inspectors 
for investigation. While the investi- 
gation was in progress and before 
the investigators had time to ascer- 
tain the facts a sympathetic strike 
against the Western Union was ¢all- 
ed in the southeastern states. An 
insignificant percentage of the op- 
eratives respected this order to strike. 
Messages were not delayed and busi- 
ness was handled as usual. In the 
meantime it was ascertained that 
only seven employees of the South- 
ern Bell Telephone company had 
been dismissed during the month of 
May,as compared with an average 
of five for two months preceding, 
and the investigation of these cases 
so far completed shows that no dis- 
crimination whatever has been prac- 
ticed against employees of that com- 
pany because of union affiliation. 

‘The senate committee haying re- 
ported a bill in favor of turning 
back forthwith the wire systems to 
their owners and the house commit- 
tee having indicated a purpose to 
take action along similar lines, an 
order was issued continuing the op- 
erations of the wire systems for the 
remaining period of government 
control under order No. 1783, dated 
August 1, 1918. 

Strike After Order. 

“This was necessary so that the 
companies again take up their own 
operations when the period of gov- 
ernment control ends and could re- 
sume full control of their properties 
with as little confusion and disturb- 
ance as possible, and, further, so 
that they could promptly take steps 
to protect their finances from the 
consequences of too sudden action 
on the part of state utilities com- 
missions 
which had been fixed during the 
period of government control. 

“After this order was issued the 
present strike was ordered. Our in- 
formation is that the telegraphic 
traffic has not been delayed, and 
the information received indicates 
that it will not be delayed. During 
the period of government control the 
rules and regulations of the war la- 
bor board have been strictly ob- 
served and will continue to be ob- 
served during the continuance of 
government control, but no amount 
of pressure will avail to make the 
wire control board extend or go be- 
yond those regulations. 

‘When the period of government 
control ends the wire systems can 
be and will be returned to their 
various owners intact with their op- 
erating organizations intact with- 
out the values of those properties 
having been in the slightest im- 
paired.”

ed. “We expect quick improvement,” 
he said. 

Speaking at a meeting of strikers 
tonight, Konenkamp said the tele- 
graphers would “fight all the way 
to prevent further discrimination 
against union workers.” 

“We want the right to organize 
and the right to bargain collective- 
ly through a legitimate trade union,” 
he said. “With these principles 
established all other questions would 
be quickly disposed of by some fair 
tribunal.” 

Messengers Join Strikers. 

Mr. Konenkamp said that it prob- 
ably would be two or three days be- 
fore the full strength of the strike 
was known. Reports indicated, he 
said, that men were going out stead- 
ily. 

Messengers joined the Postal strik- 
ers. A number of slight disturb- 
ances occurred about the Western 
Union and Postal offices, pickets 
and workers clashing. The Western 
Union requested police protection 
after these outbreaks. 

At the Chicago board of trade it 
was announced that Postal wire ser- 
vice was greatly curtailed. 

The companies against which the 
strike is called include the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. the Pos- 


tal Telegraph company, the Ameri- 
can Telegraph and Telephone com- 
pany, and a number of smaller tele- 
graph companies in various parts of 
the country. 

The issues involved in the strike 
include the right to organize and 
bargain collectively, wages and 
working conditions. 

President Konenkamp established 
headquarters here and announced 
that he would direct the strike from 
this city.

Statement by Carlton. 
Mr. Carlton said: 


“Out of a total force of 40,000 em- 
ployees that were appealed to strike 
by the telegraphers’ union, a total 
of 166 were absent from their work 
this morning, and of this small num- 
ber probably many were kept away 
by illness and other natural causes. 
This is a repetition of the tempest 
in the teapot that took place last 
year, when similar agitation from 
the same quarter, with similar mis- 
representation, resulted, as the pub- 
lic knows, in a complete failure. The 
failure this year is equally pro- 
nounced. 

“What could be more unjust to the 
public than an attempt to call a 
sympathetic strike of the telegraph 
employees because some other em- 
ployer over whom the Western 
Union had not the remotest control 
or influence was thought to have 
done something which the union did 
not approve? What would the public 
say if the Western Union were to 
lock out its employees because some 
other employer had locked their em- 
ployees out—and yet this is the 
principle of the sympathetic strike, 
to which the Western Union is ut- 
terly opposed. 

Propaganda Alleged. 


“No attention would have been 
paid to this ill-advised effort to 
prostrate the telegraph service were 
it not that the newspapers have been 
publishing propaganda rather than 
facts. 

“So far as the Western Union com- 
pany is concerned, the _ so-called 
strike is a complete failure, and it 
is due to the fact that owr em- 
ployees are too intelligent to be mis- 
led by any self-seeking and irre- 
sponsible individual. The Western 
Union makes no discrimination be- 
tween a union employee and a non- 
union employee as such.

There have been no de- 
mands or grievances ‘put forward 
by Western Union employees, al- 
though a partial effort was made to 
distribute ballots, but no attention 
was paid to them by the employees. 

‘‘The whole procedure is a scan- 
dalous effort to usurp power on the 
part of an individual, and we hope 
that if this individual again makes 
such an effort the public will bear 
in mind the causes for his failure, 
and hereafter treat his efforts with 
the contempt they deserve.” — 

After a meeting this morning the 
strikers paraded from their meet- 
ing hall to the main offices 
of the Western Union and Postal 
companies in the downtown district. 

Strike Over, Says Reynolds. 

Edward Reynolds, general mana- 
ger of the Postal Telegraph sys- 
tem, issued a statement tonight de- 
claring that the strike as far as 
his company was concerned “is prac- 
tically at an end.” Mr. Reynolds 
said that the Postal company had 
not experienced any serious trou- 
ble in handling its business today 
and that “the more experienced and 
intelligent members of the operating 
staff refused to go out because they 
regarded the strike as entirely with- 
out any justification.” 

Mr. Reynolds declared the Postal 
operators considered it uufair that 
they should bear the burden of “car- 


on a fight against the West- 
ern Union company, which was the 
ori of the strike.” He said that 
during the day a great many opera- 
tors who had at first hesitated about 
returning to work had finally de- 
cided to ignore the strike call. 

R. H. Tucker, announced for the 
Western [Union traffic department 
that reports from Buffalo, Albany, 
Rochester, Syracuse and Pittsburg 
were that there was no trouble at 
these points. 

Contrary claims were made by 
Percy Thomas, vice president of the 
union in charge of headquarters 
here. He said at 11 a. m.:: 

“Early, but incomplete reports in- 
dicate that the strike will be a su- 
cess. I believe that when the 
strike order becomes effective 90 
per cent of the employees will be 
out.

Percy Gives Statement. 

In connection with the Albert hal] 
demonstration, Lord Eustace Percy, 
a member of the executive commit- 


tee of the league, prepared the fol- 
lowing statement especially for The 
Constitution - London Times - Public 
Ledger service: 

“The league of nations has been 
widely preached for the last four 
years. Until recently the idea had 
that kind of dangerous’ success 
which arises from a lack of opposi- 
tion. For a long time its advo- 
cates were usually so eloquent that 
they said nothing which any one 
could contradict. Skeptics regarded 
it as, at worst, only an amiable de- 
lusion which would fade before the 
4 of hard facts when once peace 
came to be actually negotiated. But 
it has not faded. 

“Here we have one of those rare 
ideas, rare at least in ordinary 
times, though more common in days 
of catachysm and upheaval which 
have their origin in popular move- 
ments long before they are accepted 
by statesmen, but which neverthe- 
less prove when put to the test to 
be fundamentally sound and prac- 
tical. Statesmen have worked on it 
at Paris and have wrought it into 
the shape of an international treaty 
less far-reaching, it is true, than 
many of its advocates had hoped, 
but still sufficient to bring about a 
real revolution in methods of con- 
ducting international relations. 


Charges Against Covenant. 


“Many charges have been brought 
against the covenant py friends of 
the league. They fear that it may 
prove a bureaucratic alliance; they 
complain that popular representa, 
tion finds no place in it; they point 
out with great truth that it will not 
introduce the millenium; and that it 
provides no absolute guarantee 
against future war. ? 

“But there is one sufficient an- 
swer to all such disappointed critics. 
The league is proved to be a real 
one by the opposition which it has 
at last aroused. Opposition which 
slumbered so long as the league was 
merely an eloquent idea had been 
awakened by the covenant. Attacks 
upon it come from all quarters, and 
the question now at issue is 
whether: the peoples will really sup- 
port what their representatives have 
done at Paris. It is this that gives 
the meeting on Friday in London 
its peculiar character. Together with 
the campaign which it is inaugurate, 
it will be a serious test of public 
opinion. 

“The alternative before the Brit- 
ish people is one of the most seri- 
ous that has confronted them in 
tneir whole history. They are asked 
to take a new departure instead of 
withdrawing themselves behind the 
channel from the troubles and the 
problems of Europe as they have 
done after all great wars in which 
they have taken a part in the past, 
‘instead of renouncing their respon- 
sibility for the results of the war 
outside their own frontiers, for the 
new states that their arms have 
created and for the new family of 
nations that has grown up in Chris-

The league 
of nations covenant had been 
printed in full, as well as the labor 
sections.

By that act the 
treaty became public property. 
There no longer was any diplomatic 
secret attached ao it. The Germans 
had a full right to make the docu- 
ment public and did:so. Hence it 1s 
a public document.

After paying a striking tribute to 
Mr. Davison and resenting the fact 
that a man who had rendered such 
high service as he should be black- 
ened by any sort of suspicion, Mr. 
Root said: 

“T was deeply interested in some 
questions of the treaty which could 
be more advantageously’ studied 
from the copy of the treaty than 
from newspaper publications.” 

Senator Williams, democrat, 
“Was there anvthing in the treaty 
not substantially covered by the 
summary?’ 

“There was nothing of which TI 
had not already been advised by the 
summary,” said Mr. Root. 


Hitchcock’s Bribery Charge. 


Senator Hitchcock, the acting 
democratic leader in the senate, 
whose resolution brought on today’s 
investigation, interrupted at this 
point to explain to Senator Root 
that when he referred in the senate 
to copies having been stolen or ob- 
tained by bribery and corruption, he 
had in mind such copies as_ it was 
charged were in the hands of spe- 
cial interests. The name of Senaor 
Root, or that of the Red Cross had 
not been mentioned at the time. 

“But the charge of stolen goods 
and bribery and corruption was 
made by Senator Hitchcok as to the 


copy which I said I had had in my. 


hands,” interposed Senator Lodge, 
who was presiding. “That was the 
copy to which Mr. Root refers.” 

“Senator Lodge did not tell us 
where he got the treaty: he posi- 
tively. declined even to testify as to 
where he got it,” snapped Senator 
Hitchcock in answer. 

Mr. Root was asked if he thought 
bankers had more right to the 
treaty than any one else. 

“Bankers have no more right to 
steal than anyone else has a right 
to steal,” he replied. 

“After this draft treatv was made 
public the bankers had no less a 
right than anyone else to have it. 
The whole thing is that no question 
of secrecy is involved in this trans- 
action. The authorities in Paris 
thought it unwise to distribute a 
paper which they knew was about 
to be changed. |

the simpler and plain things, but garments absolutely necessary in 


‘every woman’s wardrobe. 


The students have purchased the materials, studied out the best 
designs and patterns and finally made’the garments under the direc- 
tion of sewing experts. They have received their first lessons in handi- 
work, which will enable them not only to make their own clothes, if 


they so desire, but to teach others how to do it. 


They have learned 


the fundamental principles. which they would have to know if they 
desired to do any kind of artistic handiwork or dressmaking, or if 
they intended to pursue any line of business which would require their 
knowledge of textiles and designing and the kind of labor necessary 


for such work. 


Labor now is a phase which enters into every department of home- 
making or management, whether it is in relation to building a house, 
putting the plumbing in, decorating, general home management, or 


cooking and sewing. 


It is the lack of labor and trained labor which is complicating the 
responsibilities of women in the matter of clothing and the household 
sewing, just as surely as it is labor which daily complicates the peace of 


housekeeping. 


Why is it women ate complaining of the prices they must pay for 
ready-made clothing, or the price they must pay for the making up of 


materials? 
frocks and Johnny’s blouses. 


Why is it there is so much trouble about Mary’s school 


It is not because of the cost of the materials, but it is because of 
the scarcity of the right kind of trained labor, or any labor at all. 
Therefore, it behooves every woman who can to learn to sew, just as 
she should learn to cook, not that she necessarily may have to make 
all her own clothes, but that she may help teach somebody how to do it, 
and that she may protect herself against the advantage that may be 
taken of her by those who can do the work. 

The manufacturers and makers of ready-made stuff for women will 
show you records to prove that scarcity of trained labor retards the 
progress of their business, while the local dressmakers who are experts 
and can command the best patronage will refuse your work, not that 


‘they do not wish it, and that you are not willing to pay the price, but 


these dressmakers cannot get the labor to help them do the work. 
Scarcity of trained needle women and those who can work under super- 
vision are greatly handicapping the best business women in At- 
lanta today, and consequently many women are having to do their 


own sewing.

The advantages, therefore, of the High schoo! girl’s learning to sew 
as well as cook under the new department of home economics are 
obvious, for that course of training teaches not only the theory of 
things, but teaches the girl how to apply those theories, while she is 
still in the school, which the exhibit of- handiwork in the Girls’ High 


school will demonstrate today. 


The course in home economics which the Girls’ High school will 
open to students in 1920 is a complete one, and will enable students to 
get a fundamental knowledge of every phase of home-making, from the 
actual construction of the home, the planning of it inside and outside,

George F. Gober, member ex-offi- 
cio of the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial college board, has returned 
to the city, and with reference to 
the publications_concerning the re- 
sentment manifested against him at 
the cecent commencement eyercises 
in Milledgeville, he said: 

“I never was in Milledgeville until May 
23, getting there that night and was in 
the board meeting there on May 24. At 


that time the board was organized, and 
Judge R. B. Russell was elected chairman. 
This was done by a majority of the board 
and certain inspired interests have had 
much to say about it. Reference has been 
had to the members of the University board 
upon that board and about their controlling 
the election. There are ten members upon 
the G. N. & I. board and three only of 
those are assigned there of the University 
board under the law. It would be strange 
indeed if the three university members conld 
control against their will the seven appoint- 
ed members of the old board. Still there 
has been much said about this, as if the 
university had any interest in doing any- 
thing except what was their duty under 
the law. As a matter of fact, the title of 
the buildings and grounds of the G. N. 
& I. college is in the trustees of the uni- 
versity, and the G. N. & I. college can- 
not be given a dollar of appropriation ex- 
cept in the name of the trustees of the 
University of Georgia. The constitution of 
Georgia so provides. And those trustees, if 
any interest they have, have none other 
than to try to help it along and have it to 
give the best public service to the state of 
Georgia. 
Details of Board Meeting. 


“The board met again on June 7 at a 
regular annual session. There was not a 
measure before the board but which was 
disposed of by unanimous vote of the board.

I supported 
a measure for the purchase of an engine and 
dynamo so that the school could make its 
own lights, and it was represented that thir 
could be done at a saving of about $3,100 
to the girls. It was further stated that the 
school had the necessary boiler power which 
is now being used in the laundry, with the 
necessary help there, and that this saving 
could be made at very little cost to the 
school and girls. This was passed and there 
was no opposition to it in the board. Sub 
sequently, I have been informed, Dr. Tigner, 
a trustee, approached certain members of 
the board, asking that this be not done, and 
stating that he wanted to make another cot- 
tract with the school at a lower rate. The 
first proposition is that it is the duty of 
the trustees to get the lights as cheaply as 
they can, and secondly, no trustee can be 
interested in any contract with the board. 
The election of the chairman and this action 
of the board are the only two things done 
by the board that I know of that has caused 
any friction. I voted for both of these, and, 
with the lights now before me, I would do 
so again. 
Says Girls Were Inspired. 

*‘Now, whatever was done by the girls of 
that school was inspired by somebody. More 
than this, it was a man or men who did 
it, and I want to say here and now that 
if there are men who have a complaint 
against me or can make any fight against me 
in any shape, form or fashion, I want to 
ask these gentlemen not to go with mis- 
representations to a parcel of girls and get 
behind them to make their fight and hear 
their complaints, but let them get out in 
the open and let me look'them in the face. 
In other words, if there has been any wrong 
done in the election of a chairman or in the 
passing of this matter about the lights, let 
us have any facts that are not in our pos- 
session and I for one will try to do the 
right thing about it. I have no personal 
interest in the school, no one related to me 
is teaching there or otherwise employed 
there. If it is necessary to go into such 
matters as this, it may be that something 
more can be said.

I also insisted that the names of the 
graduates should be put upon the minutes 
of the board, something I was informed had 
never been done before, so that if a girl 
lost her diploma, there would be evidence 
there of her graduation and she could get 
another one in its stead. I also gave notice 
that at the next meeting of the board I 
should introduce a resolution electing teach- 
ers not for a year, as this tenure places 
them in terrorism as to whether they will 
be re-elected or not, but that after election 
as teachers, they should hold their places 
during efficiency and would be entitled to 
six months’ notice if their services were to 
be dispensed with at the end of the ses- 
sion. As to whether or not this was any 
friction I am not informed, as those who 
talked with me spoke in favor of it.’’

was appointed, and larger quarters

to grow on an unprecedented scale.

Referring to the present day as an 
age of strong government control 
and regulation, the speaker declared 
that the prohibition wave which 
has swept the United States has 
bred “a horde of fanatics,” whq are 
not content with gaining the desired 
prohibition goal but are now blindly 
attacking everything containing al- 
cohol, no matter in what connection 
or for what purpose it is used. 

“Behind these fanatics,” declared 
Mr. McDuffie, “are the old-time ene- 
mies of the drug trade, those whose 
mercenary motives would prevent 
the sale of ready made medicines 
and who are diligently prodding the 

. fanatics and driving them on with 
false representations and unjust 
conclusions. Im fact, these heredi- 
tary opponents of the drug trade 
have at last found someone to pull 
their chestnuts out of the fire.’’ 

“There is neither rhyme nor rea- 
son back of the present propaganda 
against proprietary medicines,” con- 

‘tinued Mr. McDuffie. 

Alcohol a Necessity. 

The speaker here took occasion 
to point out the absolute necessity 
of alcohol in pharmacy and medi- 
cine, declaring that there is no 
known substitute for the extraction, 
solution and preservation of many 
drugs, and that to prohibit its use 
or restrict arbitrarily the amount 
used for these purposes, as has been 
attempted through legislation, 
would “destroy the drug business,” 

“Such legislation would undermine 
the whole fabric of pharmacy and 
the entire science of allopathic 
medicine, and is directly opposed to 
the professional and scientific state- 
ments of thousands of druggists, 
pharmacists and physicians,” he de- 
clared.

fact that certain persons 
not normal, or who have 
lost the aeapeesvs of the average 
individual, abuse certain prepara- 
tions to satisfy an abnormal craving 
for stimulation, does not alter the 
position. The degeneracy or per- 
versity of the few should not entail 
the loss to the people who need 
these valuable, curative medicines. 
“The great majority of American 
druggists, who are proud of the in- 
tegrity of their business—men of 
standing in their communi&es—de- 
sire no loophole left for the easy 
evasion of prohibition laws. They 
subscribe cheerfully to every just 
and fair regulation.”

Touching upon legislative mat- 
ters, Mr. McDuffie didgnot attempt 
to go into detail concerning dras- 
tic bills which have been introduced. 
“But bear in mind,” he told his 
hearers, “that, no mattsr how plaus- 
ible may be the reasons advanced 
for this class of attempted legisla- 
tion, back of it all lie the sinister 
designs and selfish purposes of a 
dangerous element in American life,

The one thing that is evident is 
that the pitching this year is more 
erratic than it has been in years 
and also that the pitching, bad as it 
is, is not much worse than the 
of baseball that is being 
served to the public. 

There are no really good clubs in 
action just now. A pitcher in top 
form can beat any club, and the 
value of individual play is much 
greater than it ordinarily is. I 
seldom have seen worse baseball 
than is being plaved. but the fact 
that the players are in earnest and 
are working hard and tryine to 
win is-covering their multitudes of 
technical sins. 

Just why the team work should 
be so bad is not clear. There seems 
to have been a reaction from the 
stilted style and a rebellion of indi- 
viduals against the direction of the 
game by the managers on the bench. 
It has been proved a success and 
more games are being lost by blun- 
ders of individuals than in many 
vears. Perhaps it is the reaction 
from too much dictation from the 
bench. The players for a number of 
years have been rebelling against 
having the manager’s signal them 
whether to slide feet or head first 
while stealing and now they are 
exercising their own brains to a 
great extent, and the exercise seems 
to have paralyzed them. 


The dope is working pretty well 
anyhow. In the next fortnight you 
may look to see the Giants and 
White Sox slide back and the Cubs 
come forward with a rush. Alex- 
ander and Vaughn both appear to 
be rounding into top form and the 
Cub team ought to finish its stay 
at home in second place, with Cin- 
cinnati and Brooklyn bunched be- 
low them. Brooklyn hardly can 
hope to crowd toward the front un- 
til the team gets back home and 
gets Ward in the infield. 

Cleveland is pushing ahead, but 
hardly can hope to start its real 
race for the flag until this trip 
through the east is finished. The 
Boston Red Sox appear to be floun- 
dering and the team is losing eames, 
evidently because of lack of team 
work, a function for which it was 
noted last vear.

Guarding Thira Base. 


Third base is the most dangerous 
position on the ball field with the 
exception of the catcher’s. There 
are more chances of the third base- 
man being injured by line drives and 
hard smashes down the line and 
more danger of injury from base 
runners. 

Oddly enough the third baseman 
has less chance to avoid being hit 
by the spikes of arunner than either 
shortstop or second baseman, who 
have the play in front of them and 
can see the runner and the ball at 
the same time. The third baseman 
cannot. He must keep his eye on 
the ball every second, catch it and 
touch at the runner who slides di- 
rectly at him or behind him He 
must touch blindly and it is essen- 
tial that he block the bag, not so 
as to stop the runner, but must keep 
one leg in front of the base to avoid 
giving the runner the entire line 
and the advantage of @*he play. 

The throws that the third base- 
man must take are hard to handle. 
The throw from the catcher not 
only is short and hard, but the bat- 
ter usually is between the catcher 
and the third baseman so that the 
fielder has the worst chance of 
watching the play. The throw from 
the first baseman is a hard one 
and more wild throws are made in 
proportion to the number of throws 
made, in the first baseman making 
a auick return to the third base- 
man than in any other part of the 
game. These throws are also dis- 
astrous because they are made when 
runners are attempting to take an 
extra base on a play to first, and 
each wild heav means a score. It is 
therefore desirable to select a third 
baseman who is ta@j!l and can stretch 
high either for l§ge drives or high 
throws. 

Touching runners at third is an 
art. The best way is to keep the 
left foot in the line a foot inside 
of the bag, the right foot in front 
ready for a pivot turn, and, upon 
receiving the thrown ball, to hold 
it with the left hand back of the 
left leg so that the runner must 
slide into the ball to reach the base. 

Tagging at runners with a quick 
motion is bad, especially at third, 
where the play is behind the base 
in most cases. The umpires have 
a hard time seeing such plays and 
to make a quick touch means in 
many cases to lose the decision. If 
the ball is held so that the player 
must slide into it, the umpire is 
convinced that the runner is out 
even when he may not have been, 
for in numerous instances the um- 
pires do not actually see the ball 
touch the runner and must judge 
from the appearances immediately 
before and after such a play.

Valdosta, Ga., June 11.—(Special.) 
Two prominent Thomasville citi- 
zens, W. A. Pringle and J. T. Dixon, 
pleaded guilty in the federal dts- 
trict court here today of having 
ducks on cold storage after open 
season for killing these birds had 
closed.

New York, June 11.—The.- cotton 
market showed continued nervous- 
ness and irregularity today, but the 


volume of business subsided after 


an early break of 88 to $2 points 
and the close was very steady at a 
net loss of only 3 to 25 points. Oc- 
tober sold off to 29.75 and closed 
at 30.46. 

The market opened harely steady 
at a decline of 7 to 30 points, al- 


though the cables were better than | 
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due and was very weak during the 
early trading. A more favorable 
weather map and expectations of a 
favorable weekly report from the 
weather bureau probably promoted 
the selling, while the disposition to 
liquidate long contracts was sup- 
posed to be increased by the uncer- 
tainties of the wire service owing to 
the strike of telegraph operators. 
July sold off to 30.48 and Decem- 
ber to 29.47, with October contracts 
showing a decline of about 155 
points from the high level of yes- 
terday.

STRIKE AFFECTS 

COTTON ON WEDNESDAY. 
New Orleans, June 11.—The wire 

strike had an unfavorable effect on 


values in the cotton market today, 
prices falling on the opening and 
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session. The close showed 
losses of 17 to 34 points. Not as 
much business was done as usual, 
outside trading being limited be- 
cause of the poor telegraphic serv- 
ice. 

In the early trading prices lost 
48 to 80 points in the face of a 
much better Liverpool than due, and 
continued rainy weather over 4 
large part of the cotton region. 
Following the first drop support 
was offered and prices recovered 
20 to 60 points, expectations of un- 
favorable weekly crop reports be- 
ing a help to the market. 
ports were hardly as bad as ex- 
pected and the market held a sag- 
ging tendency for awhile, althoug 
at one time July recovered to the 
level of yesterday’s close. Other 
months remained depressed and in 
the afternoon prices were from 30 
to 50 points down much of. the 
time. 

Spots were lowered by 25 points 
reducing. middling to 31.50, which 
compared with the closing price on 
July of 31.38. The tone was steady 
in the afternoon on reports of a 
great shortage of labor in the in- 
terior, which, combined with grassy 
fields, led to predictions of much 
abandonment of acreage.

Atlanta, Ga., june 11.—Cloudy, rainy 
weather continued during the first few days 
of the week, but the latter portion was 
dry, warm and sunny, and favorable for the 
development of crops and farm work.

SplendidWeather 
For Cotton Crop 
During PastWeek 


Department of Agricul- 
ture Bulletin Says Week 
Ending June 10 Was 
Generally Very Favor- 
able to Cotton Cultiva- 
tion. : 


Washington, June 11.—Weather 
conditions during the week ending 
June 10 generally were more favor- 
able, both for cultivation and prog- 
ress of the cotton crop than hereto- 
fore, according to the weekly 
weather and crop bulletin of the 
department of agriculture. 

Progress was satisfactory in most 
sections from the Mississippi valley 
eastward, but growth was retarded 
in the more western portion of the 
belt by continued cool weather. 
While conditions were favorable for 
cultivation and this work made sat- 
isfactory progress during the week, 
there still were many complaints of 
grassy fields and lack of labor for 
needed cultivation. 

Condition of the crop continued 
good in the more eastern portions 
of the belt and it was reported as 
satisfactory in Louisiana and parts 
of Alabama, but poer in other locali- 
ties of the latter state, Mississippi 
and portions of Tennessee. It varied 
from poor to gatisfactory in south- 
ern Arkansas, but not generally so 
good in the northern portion of that 
state. The condition and stand were 
satisfactory in some central and 
southern sections of Texas, but very 
poor elsewhere. It continued too 
wet and cool in Oklahoma'and cot- 
ton made slow growth; the condi- 
tion was satisfactory in the south- 
east portion, but poor elsewhere and 
the stand nerally is unsatisfac- 
tory and the’ fields grassy. 

Weevil are comparatively inactive, 
although they are reported as rath- 
er numerous in southern Alabama 
and causing. considerable damage in 
north central Florida. 


EUROPEAN DYESTUFF 
SITUATIO! REPORTED 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public Ledger 
Service, Copyright, 1919) 

Washington, June 10.—The dye- 
stuff situation in Europe from both 
the production and merchandising 
viewpoints and as affecting the 
American industry, has just been 
made the subject of an oral report to 
the secretary of commerce and to 
the president of the chemical found- 
ation by Henry Wigglesworth, who 
has returned from a three-months’ 
survey of conditions in England, 
France, and Italy. 

Mr. Wigglesworth expresses the 
Opinion that the licensing system 
adopted by England and under fav- 
orable consideration by France and 
Italy meets satisfactorily conditions 
in the United States, inasmuch as 
it appears to offer an elastic method 
of meeting any unforeseen adverse 
conditions that may assail the home 
industry of each country. 

Hie says the British have created 
a committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of the dye producers, con- 
sumers, and board of trade, all of 
whom will be jointly responsible 
through the committee for the issue 
of import licenses if any are al- 
lowed. It is thought by him that 
the welfare of each of the three 
parties will thereby be automatic- 
ally studied in each case prior to 
@ decision, with equal privileges 
vested in each fora decisive vote. 

It is further stated that the ad- 
dress of President Wilson to cone 
gress wherein he pointed out the 
need of appropriate legislation in 
regard to the dye industry attracts 
favorable attention abroad, particu- 
larly wherein the message says, “for 
the German chemical industry was 
and may well be again a thoroughly 
knit monopoly capable of exercising 
a competition of a peculiarly insid- 
ious and dangerous kind.’ 

The commissioner emphasizes the 
fact that other nations recognize 
the close connection between the 
chemical industry and the produc- 
tion of poisonous gasses for war- 
fare. He was told that within 48 
hours 90 per cent of the chemical 
producing facilities in Germany 
could have been diverted from 
peace-time chemicals to the output 
of warfare gases and high ex- 
plosives.

LANIER TO GRADUATE 14 MARE STATES 


FOR MONDELL BILL 


Would Have Soldiers Set- 
tled on Land in State of 
Nativity When Feasible. 


By J. A. Hellomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, June 11.—Four more 
states were heard from today in 
support of the Mondell bill for sol- 
dier settlement on the land, at the 
hearing on that measure before the 
house committee on public lands. 
They were Alabama, New Mexico, 
South Dakota and Washington. 

Representative John McDuffie, of 
Alabama, said that the whole Ala- 
bama delegation in congress favors 
legislation to provide land for sol- 
diers and that the Alabama legis- 
lature in extra session this summer 
will make provision for the state to 
co-operate with the government in 
carrying out the plan. He esti- 
mated that as much as 25 per cent 
of the soldiers will want to take 
advantage of a law under which they 
can obtain homes and farms, 
only trouble with the bill, he said, 
is that it is not big enough. 

Alabama boys ought not to have 
to go to Wyoming to obtain a farm,” 
said Mr. McDuffie, “nor should Wyo- 
ming boys be obliged to come to 
Alabama to make their homes on a 
government soldiers’ settlement 
project.” 

He therefore advocated amending 
the bill so that it would be possible 
for soldiers in states in which the 
government might have no commu- 
nity settlement for them to obtain 
individual farms, with government 
assistance. He even went further 
and accepted a suggestion by Rep- 
resentative Ferris, of Oklahoma, that 
the government might lend from 
$1,000 to $2,500 to any soldier living 
in a town or city who did not want 
to go onto a farm to help him ob- 
tain a home in a city or town. 

“Tennessee is ready to do her part 
to help carry out this plan for plac- 
ing soldiers on the land when the 
time comes,” J. H. Cox, representing 
the governor of Tennessee, told the 
committee. He urged that more lib- 
eral provision be made for loans to 
the soldiers to enable them to make 
improvements on their farms and to 
obtain live stock and equipment for 
them.

President Tells Walsh 

and Dunne He Will Do 
What He Can Unoffi- 
cially to Get Irish Ques- 
tion Before Peace Con- 
ference. 


Paris, June 11.—President Wilson 
today told representatives of Irish 
societies in America that he would 
do what he could unofficially to 
bring the Irish question to the at- 
tention of the other peace commis- 
sioners. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by Frank P. Walsh and Ed- 
ward F. Dunne, representatives of 
the Irish-Americans, after they had 
had a thirty-minute conference with 
the president. The promise made by 
the president was in reply to a ques- 
tion’ from Messrs. Walsh and Dunne 
as to whet the president intended 
doing in view of the _ resolution 
adopted by the senate urging that 
the American delegation take steps 
to have representatives of Ireland 
heard by the peace conference. 

Messrs. Walsh and Dunne said 
that they went over. the situation 
in Ireland genergily in their talk 
with the president. 

The following statement was 
given out after the conference: 

“We had a conference with the 
president today in which he stated 
that the American commissioners 
could not take up the case of Ire- 
land officially with the peace con- 
ference, but that he himself and 
others had done, and would con- 
tinue to do, unofficially what they 
could in the interest of Ireland: 
that the American commission had 
not yet taken up the senate resolu- 
tion requesting them to use their 
efforts to secure a hearing for De 
Valera, Griffith and Plunkett. 

“Of course, we will take no fur- 
ther steps until the American com-

Coblenz, June 11.—Hostility be- 
tween the American soldiers and 
the German civilians in the occus 
pied region, which has been increas- 
ing recently, has resulted in addi- 
tional clashes during the last few 
days. In one instance an American 
was killed and in other encounters 
in various parts of the occupied 
zone several Americans were 
wounded. 

At third army headquarters today 
it was said that at least six Ameri- 
cans had been killed by civilians 
since the American troops reached 
the Rhine. German officials say 
that so far as their records go, the 
number of Germans killed by Ameri- 
cans in fights during the six months 
of occupation are five. 

Incidentally, the Germans admit 
that they are keeping a record of 
the treatment of civilians by the 
Americans, paying particular atten- 
tion to encounters where the civil- 
ians contended the soldiers were to 
blame. 

In Arsbach soldiers and civilians 
clashed Monday night, one Ameri- 
can being stabbed and a German 
sustaining a fractured skull. In 
other villages it was reported there

The frequency of encounters has 
caused General Liggett, the third 
army commander, to order the mili- 
tary police to take measures for 
prevneting soldiers from attacking 
Germans.

Jacksonville, Fla., June 11.—The 
municipal fire stations here are 
manned tonight for the most part, 
by volunteers, hundreds of Jackson- 
ville’s most prominent citizens vol- 
unteering for service during the 
strike of the paid department. 

Promptly at 6:30 p. m., the fire- 
men walked out of the stations, 
leaving_only the chief and three as- 
sistant chiefs of the paid depart- 
ment on duty. By a pre-arranged 
plan the stations were quickly taken 
over and manned by volunteers, It 
is estimated that 100 firemen are on 
strike. The municipal authorities 
are recruiting an entirely new de- 
partment and state they have the 
situation well in hand.

Denied in Capitol

(By Constitution Leased Wire) 
Washington, June 11.—It has been 
rumored in Washington -that’ the 
postoffice department contemplated 
taking one of the mail cars off of 
train No. 1 on the N., C. & &t. L, 


which would necessarily have the 
effect of delaying mail for points 
south of Atlanta. Congressman Up- 
shaw took the matter up with the 
general superintendent of the rail- 
way mail service today and was 
assured that the rumor was in er- 
ror. There are two mail cars, it ap- 
pears, on train No. 1, of the N.; C. 
& St. L., one of them using 60-foot 
space for distribution and the other 
using 30-foot space for distribution 
and the other 30-foot space for bylk 
mail. The superintendent declared 
it to be under contemplation to con- 
fine the distribution to the one car, 
and use the other entirely for bulk 
mail, however, that had not been 
definitely decided upon, In the event 
that should be done he declared the 
mail service would not be delayed 
in the slightest or otherwise im- 
paired by such a change. 


A rumor that has gained consid- 
erable currency about Atlanta is to 
the effeet that changes in the pres- 
ent manner of handling mail on 
train No. 1, of the N., C. & St. L. 
Ry., which reaches Atlanta at. 7:15 

m. from Nashville, Chicago, St. 
Louis and points in the middle west, 
will possibly be made in the near 
future. This train, which carries 
two distributing postal cars, and one 
of the heavest mails arriving in the

Delay for Bulk Mail. 


The latter plan, which seems to 
have been contemplated by the su- 
perintendent of the mail service in 
Washington, and which he declares 
would in no wise limit or delay 
the service, it is said, would cause 
all the clerks now employed in the 
two cars used for distribution to 

ork the mail in~™ One car, where 

1e room would be limited, and that 
the bulk mail hauled in the storage 
car would have to be worked in 
the office at the Terminal station 
after reaching Atlanta, a system, it 
is claimed, that would delay the 
mail at least to the extent of los- 
ing one connection, while it was be- 
ing worked at the Terminal office, 
Where the mail is distributed en 
route, it is ready on reaching Atlan- 
ta to go on its journey by the first 
connection. 

Inquiries into the present manner 
of handling the mails on train No. 
1 developed the information that un- 
der the system now used with two 
distributing cars, that much storage 
space is also used, mail being stored 
in the baggage cars, and it is said 
that the payments made by the gov- 
ernment for space by the cubic foot 
in the postal car that is equipped 
with expensive fixtures and appa- 
ratus is greater to some extent 
than is charged by the railroads for 
baggage car space. 

Payments on Space, 


The systems of payments made by 
the government for carrying the 
mails now is based upon space, 
whereas it was formerly based upon 
weight. This question, which in- 
volves the bulky packages now 
hauled by the postal cars as parcel 
post, has caused many discussions 
to arise between those who differ 
upon the question. It is contended 
that the government could move the 
mails cheaper on the weight basis 
in view of the many large packages 
that weigh but two or three pounds, 
carrying small amounts of postage, 
but which take up several cubic feet 
of space. 

Superintendent Harris, of Atlanta 
division of the railway mail serv- 
ice, stated Tuesday afternoon that 
he knew nothing of the rumor to 
the effect that a postal car would 
be taken off train No. 1, but he 
explained that because of the parcel 
post the Terminal distributing sta- 
tion was a great advantage in han- 
dling the mails. He also said that 
the Terminal distributing station 
did not occasion delay in the mails.
